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AY of Battles indeed has been 


the Queen of Church Holidays. 
Easter Day. About it have 
swept and swirled the tides of 
ecclesiastical strife, until even 


today it is established in different ways in 
different 
lands and 
in different 
faiths. 


Easter is a direct descendant of the old 


Hebrew Paschal feast, but its name is of 
pagan origin. Eostre was the goddess of 
spring in Teutonic mythology. The feast of 
celebration in her honor was celebrated dur- 
ing the period which is now given over to 
Easter preparations, and it was therefore 
but natural that her name should dignify 
the celebration time when it was transferred 
to insular shores. 


The New Testament period and the time of 


the Apostolic Fathers was not. characterized 
by the observance of special times as sancti- 
fied times. 
This was a later development. 


The adherents of the older .Jewish faith con- 
tinued, however, their celebration 
of the 


Passover, the Paschal FeastK, and this was 
continued by Ihe first Christians. With the 
new conception added of the Christ as the 
true Paschal lamb, it continued to be ob- 
served and gradually was transformed into 
the Christian Easter. 


Between 
the -Christians of Jewish and 


Gentile faith arose the first conflict over 
what day was thus to be celebrated. The 
former adhered to the time of the Passover 
Feast, and no matter when that came, they 
celebrated Easter then. too. The Gentil-- 
Christians, on the other hand, made the first 
day of the week identical with the resurrec- 
tion. The eastern churches followed the for 
mer system, the western churches tho lat- 
ter, in general, but from the end of the sec- 
ond century on, the western dominance be- 
gan to make itself felt. 


Still the conflict continued. 
With the 


celebration of separate Easters the contest- 
ants were not content. 
Each was bent upon 


making the other party see the error of its 
ways. 
At-last in 325 the Council of Xicaen 


was summoned by 
Constantine for tin; 


particular purpose 
of setting the matter 


straight. It was one of the first arbitration 
congresses in history. Here met the adher- 
ents of both' faiths, and the greater major- 
ity of them settled upon Sunday as the day 
for celebration. 


It was agreed at Nicae.i that the day lV>i- 


celebration should be computed by the as- 
tronomers at Alexandria and bo celebrated 
on the first Sunday after the first full 11100:1 
after the vernal equinox. Here again trouble, 
arose. Latitude caused a variation between 
places that was difficult to condone. The 
Alexandria scientists tried to fix a cycle of 
years which would bring the celebration 
back to the same date without too great in- 
accuracy. First, they hit upon eight, years, 
then K-l. then 532 and finally chose 19. 


By the eighth century the whole mattes- 


was ripe for another merry altercation. The 
Hrilish Celtic churches we're then still hold- 
ing to the 8-1-year cycle. 
Even in Kngland. 


however, there was no order about it. 
At 


i he end of the ninth century, it is said, 
(Jueen Eanfleda was fasting and kept Palm 
Sunday at the identical time at which her 
husband, King Oswy of Xorthumbria, knelt 
by her side to celebrate Easter, Os\vy hav- 
ing accepted different ecclesiastical advice. 


Confusion was worse confounded when, in 


ir>>s2, the Gregorian calendar was introduced. 
The eastern churches, hateful of all things 
Roman, have continued to this day to ignore 
tlii- Gregorian arrangement and celebrate 
Easier-on a different day from ourselves. 
Only rarely, when the calendar gives permis- 
sion, do the Roman and Greek adherents cel- 
ebrate on the same day. The last occasion

True Tales of a Traveling Man 


GREAT day among the Mexicans, which 
to 


them is about what the Fourth of July is to 
us, Is the Feast of Guadalupe, which occurs on 


September 3G, but they generally celebrate it 


for about three days. All the traveling' men who make 
the southwest try tu arrange their trips at that time of 
the year so as to bring them either to Nogales or El 
Paso or any of the border towns to take In this fiesta; 
for It la an event, and many will make a big Jump to be 
among thusa present. 


Of course, all of Mexico Is wido open at all times; but 


It lg wider than wide, open In honor of this special saint. 
Gambling is of aJl kinds, and for all kinds of stakes, from 
a bet of a lone copper cent to a bet of thousands of 
dollars. The Mexican Is a born gambler, and often you 
will sag children of both sexes from 5 to 6 years old up. 
betting at the tables. Men, women and children alike 
patronize thy games. 


Much money is spent on the 
fiesta 
grounds, 
and 


every opportunity Is given to spend it, too. Tho grounds 
are much like a fair ground. Goods and ornaments of 
ail kinds, side shows, saloons ahd 
every 
imaginable 


thing: that one would think of, Is for sale. While much 
drinking is in evidence, strange-.to say there is very little 
quarreling or fighting, and that, too. where,, there Is ao 
much flirting, for as a general rule the Mexican is very 
Jealous. But on this day they are at their best. 
To an 


American these feasts arc of great interest as also-the 
Mexican towns with their old-time customs, and BO near 
UH. too. Take for instance Nogalea, Arizona and Nogales, 
Mexico; they are practically one town. H you but cross 
the street over tha international line you could easily 
imagine yourself a thousand miles in 
the 
Interior of 


Mexico, as regards customs, people and dress. 
On the 


Mexican side all the hotels, saloons and restaurants have 
tables and choirs out In front on the sidewalks, as they 
have in the European cities. Tho people all parade up 
and. down, generally two or more young girls with cither 
a mother or elderly woman ns chaperon, and the young 
dandles In pairs or trios, all desperately flirting. 


None of the women wear hats or headdress of any 


sort, except once In a while you will see one with a man- 
tilla (shawl) thrown over h*er head. 
. • 


On the fiesta grounds the booths have all sorts ' of 


fruits and sweets for sale, and all - have- "cascarones"" 
which nearly everyone buys. 
They are eggs with tha 


contenta removed, and filled with tinsel cut into small 
pieces, or filled with-flour, and with which they pelt ona- 
another. Some-of the booths are given'over entirely'to 
the sale of wax and clay figures and images of tho saints. 


But by far tho largest crowds gather about the gam- 


bling-tables, and'there will be seen men, women ami 
children of all classes and social conditions, from the 
peon to the wife of a millionaire;' merchant or' mining 
man, all deeply Interested in the games. To one -who baa 
never seen such a thing it has a never falling attraction.

TEDMOXT'S expensive hills were not al- 


ways adorned with Imposing mansions, 
terraced lawns and rare gardens. 


There live in Oakland at least two per- 


sons who talk glibly about the time when 
rattlesnakes, 
rocks, weeds and 
grain 


fields, with a sprinkling of wild flowers, were tho 
main adornments of those miniature mountains. 
Those were the days whrn half of Piedmont's slopes 
couM have been purchased for a sum that would 


. purchase the buck yard of nny one of the hlg- 
homes there now. 


John II. Sledau and Ills \vife, Refilna, arc tho 


reminiscent ones. Their home now is at 235 East 
Twelfth street. 
In the characteristic manner of 


California pioneers, both navn failed to heed the 
Biblical Injunction which places life's border lino at 
three score and ten. 
For Medau, though reminis- 


cent, is still erect with the weight of olghty-fivo 
years on him. And his wife, to prove the Germanic 
boost of hardiness, still sweeps floors at seventy- 
five ! 


CHOSSIXG THE HAY. 


It was fifty-three yenrs ago, almost 
fifty-four, 


that Modau sold his cigar business in tho'San Fran- 
clscc of YJgilaiilea and, purchased 600 acres of 


Piedmont. Of course, it wasn't Piedmont then. He 
purchased it as a ranch and he paid less for it 
than one of the men now living there'pays for his 
motor cars in one year. 


The very best of the land was sold for $30 an 


acre, a sum which would not now pay for a square 
inch of some of the splendid estates that form one 
of the most attractive cities of homes in the United 
States. Some of the ranch, the "poorer land," now 
known as East Piedmont, became the Medau prop- 
erty at less than 510 an acre. 


But that was fifty-three years ago, when Cali- 


fornia and Medau were young. Less than ten years 
ago, Medau sold tho big property to F. M. Smith, 
the "Borax King," and Frank C. Havens for some- 
thing very much In excess of $100,000. 


farmed 
the land 
for thirty-six years, 


leaving It seventeen years ago when millionaires' 
pretentious homes began to presumptuously shoul- 
der his ranch boundaries. 
When he left the ranch 


for the city, it was a property well cultivated, rich 
production—a model California ranch. How dif- 
ferent it was from tho property he had made his 
home on In 1862! Then the chief products were 
weeds, grass, wild flowers and langurous rattle- 
snakes. 


FAMILIAR FRIENDS! 


"Rattlesnakes!" Medau smiled meditatively. 
"It 


seemed to me that tho whole place was nothing 
more than 500 acres of rattlesnakes covered by tho 
bluest blue sky I ever saw. 
But I mado a fine 


ranch out of it, ah, a fine ranch." 


"Rather unique experience, eh, to think now that 


you were farming on the front lawns of million- 
aires?" was suggested. 


"Well, it's good land, good land," ho replied. 


"After I got rid of the rattesnakeK—tho warmth 
and pleasantness seemed to attract 'em, you know 
—I raised flno wheat where they're raising chil- 
dren and roses now. 
Tho sunuhlno and tho air 


there will do all the good for the futuro captains 
of flna.nco and society leaders being grown thero 
now that It did for my wheat half a century ago." 


Ex terminating rattlesnakes, growing wheat, and 


making a homo In what waa then a comparative! 
wilderness do not make up the &um total of Medau'a 


California life. For ten years he was a tobacconist 
in San Francisco, having como hero' from New 
York In 1852, by way of the Isthmus. 
Ho is a 


native oC Germany. 


This was from 1852 until 1862. when ho pur- 


chased the Piedmont ranch. 
Ho was married In 


1861, in June. 
HIa wife was the daughter of a 


pioneer family In San Francisco. 
Mcdau had his 


share of the exciting- experiences that went Into 
the measure of every San Franciscan's life in thoso 
days. 


AX ICEROTO EPISODR 


One of his recollections harks back to tho late 


fifties when the California theater was afire on a 
matinee afternoon. 
lie was soared In the gallery 


when the ominous cry of "Fire! Fire!" sounded 
through the house. 
Men and women, torn with 


fear and made senseless with It, started up in a 
wild stampede.^ Medau stood on his feet and shouted: 
"That's a lie.* There Is no fire." 
His coolness 


calmed the panic-stricken and they filed from tho 
showhouse In an orderly manner, only to find that 
the cry had not been a lie. 
Tho theater building 


was ablaze. 


There were many other adventures, of course, all 


of thorn thrillers to the civilized ones of 1916, but 
all, or most of them, at least, with a decidedly 
every-dayish atmosphere from the Medau mind. 


There -ire no moro excitements, no more rattle- 


snakes, no more wheat fields, for the Medaus. Con- 
tented with the reminiscences of the past, they aro 
'quietly walking toivard tho last milestone of life' 
border line, ever and, again renewing their youth 
in the contemplation of the lives and activities of 
their eight children.

But Mrs. Medau—who is 7&, remember—Is some- 


what wistful.

POET DISLIKES HEROINE 


(From Thomas Campbell's "Remarks on tho I-dfe 


and Writings of Shakespeare,") 


T THE aamo timo, If Shakespeare wero 


looking over my shoulder, I could not 
disguise some objections to this comedy, 
which 
Involuntarily 
strike mo as de- 


barring- it from ranking among our poet's 
most enchanting dramas. 
I nm, on tho 


whole, T trust, a liberal on thti score of dramatic 
probability. Our fancy and its faith aro no nlfrparflfi 
In believing whatsoever they nmy bo dclighteul 
withal; but, If I may uso a vulgar .saying. "A willing 
horso should not be ridden too hard." Our fanciful 


faith is misusod when it is spurred and impelled t» 
believe that Don John without one particle of love 
for Hero, but out of mere personal spite to Claudio, 
should contrive the infernal treachery which made 
the latter assuredly Jealous. 


Moreover, during one half of tho play, we have a. 


disagreeable female character in that of Beatrice: 
Her portrait, I may be told, is deeply drawn and 
minutely finished. 
It is; and so is that of Bene- 


dick, who Is entirely her counterpart, except that he 
is less disagreeable. 
But the best drawn portraits 


by the finest masters may be admirable in execu- 
tion, though unpleasant to contemplate, and Beat- 
rico's portrait is In this category. She is a Tartar, 
by Shakespeare's own showing:, and, I£ a natural 
woman, la not a pleasing: representative of the sex. 
In befriending Hero she almost reconciles us to 
her, but not entirely; for a good heart that shows 
itself only on extraordinary occasions is not suffi- 
cient atonement for a bad temper, which Boatrice 
evidently shows. 


The marria^o of tho marriag-o-hating Benedick 


find the furiously anti-nuptial BeAince is brought 
about by a trick. 
Their frit-nds contrive to de- 


ceive them Into a belief that they Iove each other, 
and partly by vanity, partly by a mutual affec- 
tion which had been disguised under the bicker- 
ings of their wit, they have their hands Joined, and 
tho consolations of religion are administered, by 
the priest who marries them, to tho unhappy suf- 
ferers. 


Mrs. Jameson, in her characters of Shakespeare's 


women, concludes with hoping that Beatrice will 
live happy with Benedick, but I have no such hope, 
and my final anticipation In reading *$e play is tho 
certainty that Beatrice will provoke nar Benedlcic 
to give her much and Just conjugal castration, Sho 
Is an odious woman. Her own cousin says of hen 


Disdain and scorn ride sparkling in her eyes 
Misprizing what they look on — and her wit 
Values itself so highly, that to her 
All mattar else- seems weak. She cannot love 
Nor take no shape- nor project of affection, 
Sho is ao self-endearod.

Lace or tulle angel sleeves are a marked feature of 


the new bridge and dinner gowns. 
Afternoon tail- 


ored costumes of taffeta often have puffed sleeves. 
The puff, be it large, or small, is always placed at or 
near the elbow. 


The morning tailored suit, if of sport or masculine 


cut, lias as yet the usual masculine set-in coat sleeve 
to which we are all accustomed. A different con- 
tour is given, despite this cut, by a deep cape, collet 
or collar—or a series of them, overlapping—which 
partly covers the sleeves. 
This destroys its conven- 


tional outline and gives it an entirely different look. 


Outer coats, though they havo as often puffed or 


bishop sleeves aa plain ones, are also likely to be 
hidden under these descending capes. 
Such capes 


are frequently simply elongated collars, sailor

houette is not as marked.

Memoirs were written about

cessful producer of plays, particularly If there was 
nothing very obviously dramatic- in his life, would 
bo a waste of time. 
How many of us think of 


writing books about our friends, anyhow?1 


William Shakespeare was born In 156-1 -in the 


small town of Stratford on tho Avon River—a 
river which would be called a creek In the United 
States. 
His father was a. tradesman, a maker of 


gloves. 
His mother, Mary Arden, was of "gentle 


blood": Bho was an orphan, with a small inher.lt- 
anco. at the time she was married to John Shakes- 
peare, substantial citizen and member of the town 
council.

AT QUIL7T STRATFORD. 


Tho hoy grow up in a pleasant countryside, a 


land of smiling fields, and with tho "Forest ot 
Arden" clone at hand, where he could wander and 
dream. 
He was educated at the-village school—• 


no vary extensive schooling, certainly, though good 
for Its time—and at 13 we find him out of school 
helping his father In tho sieve business. The elder 
Shakespeare's business affairs, had fallen into a

4 Shakespeare, those five or six years he was in the 


toils of his father's humdrum and not too success- 
ful business. 
You wonder whether he did not ap- 


preciate the forest of Arden more than ever he 
had In his life, because- he was able to go there 
ouiy occasionally now. 


We know nothing actually about this time of • 


Krpwlng up. 
THen of a sudden we find Shakes- 


peare, not quite 19 years old yet, getting married. 
Tho young woman was Anno Hathaway, daughter 


' a farmer in the nearby hamlet of Shottery. She 


was eight years his senior, u woman full grown 
and mature, while he was not yet out of his boy- 
hood. 
Endless have been the speculations of the 


romanticists as to whether Shakespeare and his 
wife were happy together. 
The sonnets. If they-bo 


taken as autobiographical, lend a/ -good -deal of 
color to the belief that Shakespeare's marriage was 
something of a. disappointment to him, and 'that 
,/a wnmr,n not hia wife was much more-.-truly his 


\love and his ideal. 
And yet,- to-'offset that, you 


; have the fact that Shakespeare i\eVe*r became an 


• habitual Londoner, that even durlng^hls busiest 
i years he made frequent pilgrimages'bapk to Strat- 
ford, was always the bard of Avon 'tp^his- friends 
and,' when he had amassed a modest fortune, went 


; back to his own countryside and to his wife. 
He 


. had two daughters and a son, who died before 
reaching manhood. 
His youngest daughter, 
Ju- 


i dlth, was very much of a companion to her father 
'in the five quiet, happy, uneventful years he spent 
, In Stratford before his death. 
Sho seems to havo 


had more of the swift fancy and understanding of 
her father than any other of his family. 
He de- 


lighted in her youth, her beauty and her imagina- 
tion. 


HIS I'OLmCAL "SPITE." 


But we have run a. long way ahead of our story. 


It has long been a part of the Shakespeare tradi- 
tion, that one thing that drove Shakespeare out of 
Avon and Into London and immortality was a deer- 
stealing scrape he became involved In In Stratford. 
There had been a time, of course, when a deer's 
life was of more worth than a, man's in England, 
und poaching has ahvays been a grave—as It hns 
always been a frequent—offense. "Sir Thomas Lucy, 
loc-al magistrate and country gentleman, had a deer 
park. Shakespeare was Involved, along with aoma 
other.young men, in a raid on that deer park. Sir 
Thomas prosecuted. Shakespeare wrote an offens- 
ive ballad about 
Sir Thomas 
In reply, and Sir 


Thomas prosecuted still more vigorously.

Xow, whether this really was the cause of tho 


glovcmnker's son going to London is not nt all cer- 
tain.

portant is that Shakespeare went to London and 
succeeded in. finding a job around a theater.

:i very humblo Job, indeed; It consisted In holding 
the horses belonging to patrons of the theater. 


t./Frffi ithnt he rose to call boy. and thereafter be- 
Jp'cam'^' an actor. 
There Is no evidence that he was 


ever a very distinguished nctor, though he played 
before Queen Elizabeth.* His plays pleased her, for 
j^s early as 1;191 Shnkespenro began writing plays. 
.\u.e took old plots in most instances, here a little 
nnd there a little, but tfu: people he created wero 
BO new nnd different nnd totally his own that hia 
borrowing of plots Is a matter of no Importance. 


HIS HEAIi GENIUS. 


It. is a truism to say that Shakespeare had a Im- 


munity which was beyond education. 
His people 


were intensely real and lasting: his instinct showed 
liim 
um-rringly the hearts of 
men and women.

wwll with the kings nnd quocna whom-he put In 
Iws pla,va because they wero so humo.n; because 


they were, after all. just men &nd women.

Through Hamlet's melancholy, pondering uncer- 
tainty, runs a curious, perverse gleam of humor. 


Shakespeare's 
only biographer, Kalph

Emerson used to declare, was Shakespeare himself. 
That !s, he wrote more of himself into hia plays 
than anyone else, ever wrote down during his Ufa or 
after. It is a fascinating thing to conjecture which 
of his people most spoke Shakespeare's self; how 
much there was of the whimsical Jacques of "As 
You Like It," how much of Hamlet, who saw nnd

It was from his poems of love .end passion and 


for "Romeo and Juliet" that Shakespeare won his 
first fame. 
It was the dedication' of "Venus and 


Adonis" to the Duke of Sutherland-that went far 
toward establishing Shakespeare among the great. 


PLAYED HAMLETPS GITOST. . 


Shakespeare continued to act. There. are two 


parts In hia own plays which he is known to have 
played—the ghost in Hamlet and the old servant, 
Adam, in "As You Like Jt." Gradually he rose 
in importance until he was virtually manager of the 
company. 
His plays grew in popularity and Shake- 


speare's 
wealth . Increased. 
He bought property 


around Stratford and seems to have been a, pru- 
dent and successful business man. Occasional .law 
"suits show a tendency to get all that was coming 
to him in the way of pelf.. • 


It is a curious 
and an interesting fact that 


Shakespeare did not publish his own plays during: 
his lifetime. His -poems were published, but it wag 
not until after hia death.that the folio of his plays 
came out in .book form. 
They were written, of 


course, as plays to be acted, not plays to be read. 
And it may very 'likely - be that Shakespeare re- 
frained from having his plays printed because he 
knew that to make thorn generally available for 
any company of actors would cut down his reve- 
nues very largely. 
This was before the days of 


copyrighted, plays. 


ins INDUSTRY. 


"His life shows him," writes John G. Hart, one 


of his biographers, "to have been one of the most 
Industrious and methodical of workers. 
He chose 


one profession; he pursued it without intermis- 
sion for a period of thirty years; he pursued It In 
connection with the same company, he pursued it 
in the same place. 
He rose, not by a bound, in 


consequence-of some particular performance dashed 
off In a heat and a hurry, but step by step, year 
by year, slowly, steadily, surely triumphantly. 
He- 


produced In the tweut-five years devoted mainly.to 
authorship no fewer than thirty-seven great plays,' 
or an average of one and a half plays a year, .the 
latest plays ever the best, each succeeding year 
showing a higher style of workmanship, an ever 
growing productiveness and power." 


The last five years of Shakespeare's life, spent in 


his early home at Stratford, were singularly peace- 
ful, 
happy ones. vllere he wrote "The Tempest" 


and " A Winter's Tale." 
Miranda and Perdita 


were pictures oc Shakespeare's 
daughter, Judith. 


The storm and struggle of .his London years were 
done; he had achieved success; his disappointments 
were mellowed and made soft by time. 
It was 


here that hn died in peace and was laid to rest in 
the little village church. 


I'\-V^rE ABOVE AVARS. 


A. different time was dawning for England; the 


glory of Elizabethan conquests and discoveries was 
dimming, and a period of struggle'and unrest which 
reached its climax In the civil -war under Oliver 
Cromwell was coming on. 
A different school of 


writers was coming on, but with the 
manifold 


changes of centurion, Shakespeare's fame was des- 
tined to increasing brilliancy and splendor. Today, 
300 years after hia death, he stands alone, pre- 
eminent as the greatest of those' writing folk who 
have gone through the world "holding the mirror 
up to life." His fame grew great in Germany and 
was not dulled by Goethe; ho triumphed finally In 
France, in spite of Voltaire's hostility, and though 
for a little while part of .Europe may have for- 
gotten him. as H has forgotten everything in Its 
great agony, the man's fame Is secure. 
He is in- 


deed numbered with the immortals.

He Is haunted; he forgets the thanes who surround 
him and "who stay upon his leisure"; he already 
sees In the future an Indistinct chaos of images or 
blood: 


. . . Why do I yield to that suggestion 
Whose horrid Image doth unfix my hair 
And mako my sa.te_d heart knock at my ribs?-. . 
My thought whose murder yet is but fantastical, 
Shakes so my single sta.to of man that function

hallucination becomes complete when his wife han 
resolved on the assassination of the king. He sees 
In the air a blood-stained dagger. " in form as pal- 
pable as this which now I draw."

conceived; the poetry of which indicates a generous 
heart, enslaved to an idea of fate, and capable of 
remorse:

The curtaln'd sleep: witchcraft celebrates 
Pale Hecate's offerings, and wlthr'd murder, 
Alarum'd by hia sentinel, the wolf. 
Whose howl's his watch, thus with his stealthy 
pace, 


With Tarquln's ravishing strides, towards his design 
Moves like n ghost. . . . (A bell rings.) 
I go, and it is done; the bell Invite* me,

Ho has done the deed and returns tottering, hag- 


He Is horrified at his 
bloody hands, "these, hangman's hands,"

now can cleanse them. ' The whole ocean might 
aweop over them, but they would keep the hue of 
murder. 
"What hands are here?

Then comes a strange dream; a frightful vision

Macbeth does murder sleep," th* innocent sleep; 
Sleep that knits up the ravli'd sleave of care. 
The death of each day's life, sore labor's bath, 
Balm of hurt minds, great nature's second course. 
Chief nourisher in life's feast. 


And tho voice, like D.n angel's trumpet, calls him 


by all his titles:

brain with monotonous and hard-pressing strokes, 
like tho tongue of a bell.

shake Jta bloody head nnd cries with that hoarse 
voice which Is only to be heard in maniac's cells:

Why, what care I? 
If thou canst nod, speak too, 


If charnel-houses and our graves must send 
Those that we bury, back our monuments

John Hcywood, Udall and others were among Its

KOMAXCE ARTSIXG. 


The romantic drama commenced now to make Its 


approach heard. 
Bitter warfare wan waged against 


H. 
The classicists and purists, still swearing by 


Seneca, arose against It In force. 
The romantic 


plays, eald one critic, wore "representations of his- 
tories without any decorum." 
That was one of tho 


most modest of the animadversions. Despite it ana 
Us sort, the romantic drama moved onward and 
upward, garbing Itself to be finally a fit bride to 
Shakespeare's genius. 


From an angle there begun, too, to be felt the 


influence of Uie masques, derived from Italy, and 
showing their influence upon Shakespeare later In 
such scenes as the Interlude In "Tha Tempest." Tho 
Chronicle plays were peculiarly an English Inven- 
tion, and bafore Shakespeare wrote "King John," 


Richard the Third" and other plays of the sort, 


Marlowe. Peale, Heywood and even earlier dra- 
matists had shown him the way. Political persons 
urtd prominent men. as well as rulers, had been 
accepted as subject matter for the drama- Apochry- 
phal characters, such as Robin Jlood, were also 
accepted. 
SLow's and Hollnahed's Chronicles gave 


the dramatists easily found source for plots of thia 
sort. 


EARLY Srar.ODRAMA. 


One Interesting phase of the drama as Shakos- 


peart- found It was arising about the time of his 
birth at Stratford, perhaps a little before, in tho 
ao-cailed "tragedy of blood." to which the taste of 
theater-going London had been whetted by ven- 
turesome playwrights. 
It was concocted of such 


materials as ghosts and-villains and romantic lov- 
ers, murder and Insanity and suicide. 
Kyd'a "The 


Spanish Tragedy" is an excellent example. Traces 
of It lingered on through Shakespeare's time and 
are to be found in his works, though to a mighty 
extent he spiritualized the crude Inatrument that 
he found. 


The more Immediate influences'upon the stage aa 


Shakespeare found it were similarly numerous and 
varied. 
Lyly and euphuism, even some of Lyly's 


sheer tricks of plot, influenced Shakespeare beyond 
doubt. 
Greene, Peele, Nash, Lodge, Kyd and Mar- 


lowe, wi^h tho work they had done before Shakes- 
peare took up the pen, left him various remnants 
of Influence to help m'ould the character of his 
work. 
Greatest ot them all, of course, was Mar- 


lowe, born In Shnkespeare's year but dying before 
he had reached 30 years of age. At that his "tre- 
mendous genius had already produced "The Jew 
of Malta," "Edward the Second," "The Massacre 
at Paris" and other works that make hia untimely 
demise seem a, sheer larceny by fate of great 
achievement. 


SLOW EVOLUTIONARY C'OURSE. 


The stage situation which Shakespeare found was 


equally interesting with these-Jess tangible Instru- • 
menta of his art and equally the result of slow de- 
velopment. At the opening of his career the bard 
came upon a system of licensing companies, which 
placed them under the patronage of peers and 
prominent men -whose names they bore, or made 
tho individual actors punishable as vagabonds if 
they failed so to ally themselves. 
Boys were ap- 


pearing exclusively in women's parts, a condition 
which outlasted Shakespeare himself, and which 
gavo rise to the formation 
of certain companies 


^composed of boys alone. 


The first theater at London was built on tho out- 


skirts of the city by Burbage in 1576 and named 
simply "Thn Theater." 
AH theaters of this and 


the rest of Shakespeare's time were octagonal or 
circular. The pit was given over to the "ground- 
lings." who were,permitted to crowd as they chose 
up to the threa sides of the stage, that projected 
out into what we would call .the auditorium. There, 
was no roof over their section of the theater, but 
under a narrow thatched roof at the back arosa 
three galleries for thosa who could pay for their 
occupancy. 
In some of the theaters there even 


were seats upon the stage. 


The stage was merely a development of the older 


rough platform. 
It projected a considerable dis- 


tance Into the midst of- tho audience, so that tha 
actors were often out in the very middle of the 
house when they were "down stage." There was 
no curtain. At the back were three doors, a center 
one flanked by one at each side. Above the center 
door was Invaritibly a balcony from the edge of 
which were hung- "traverses" or arras. 
Shakes- 


peare's stage direction "above" was meant to In-- 
dlcato tm appearance in the gallery and "within" 
to designate some noise or speech behind 
tha 


traverses. 
Over the stage was a canopy to protect 


the players. 


Black curtains were usually hung about It wfcen 


It wan a tragedy that wns bping played, and fuller' 
use even than today was mad*1" of irap" doors in 
the stage floor. Thero was no scenery, but the Six-

Ontiiry singe 
nr.nager was, more than 


lavish in his employment of properties. 
Ordinarily 


the costumes of tin* day were worn by tho players, • 
rather than those of the period represented, an 
Anachronism that In most instances would have1 - 
vastly amused a modern audience. The theaters*1 
earlier custom of remaining open on Sundays waa 
laf.er brought under u strict Puritan taboo. 


In such beginnings "mid' development of "trie Ehgr- 


Ilgh drama ;ts this did Shukospcaro find foothold 
for his art, and with sut:h crude nuUovial.s had ho 
to deal.

STIIJj OTHER TASBM. 


"With the preliminary work completed, the next 


step was to assemble together a corps "of skilled 
directors, photographers and mechanical helpers, as 
well aa a complete "movie" outfit consisting of a. 
carload of apparatus. 
Batteries of high power aro 


lights were used to Illuminate each operation In 
the manufacture of parts and the assembling of 
cars. 
These arc lights were fed electric current 


through cables leading over tho tops of buildings 
1000 feet long.

One part of the film shows the building of an 


automobile body in less than five minutes, yet it 
took a staff of movie experts two whole days to 
complete this part of the picture. 


Huge drop forging machines, tho largest in tho 


industry, hammer molten metal Into crank shafts 
and other parts with tho same ease of operation 
that a housewife employs In cutting out biscuits 
from the dough. 


IN NEW DEPART^fELVIS. 


But perhaps the most Interesting pictures of the 


series are those taken in one of several new struc- 
tures. 
Practically every operation in the handling 


and making of parta IH here taken care of or simp- 
lified by the uao of automatic machinery. 
From 


the time raw materials enter the building until i 
.they leave'in the form of finished cars, they 
are 


kept constantly on the move through the various 
departments by means of an endless chain of con- 
veyors or. carriers. 
' 
' 


. The entire top floor o£ the mammoth "structure 
Is given over to body making. 
Some idea of tho 


quantity of lumber consumed in the wood-working 
shops can be gained, from the fact that it Is pos- - 
sible to make 500 bodies a day in this building 
alone and, as the making of "each body requires 314 
board feet of lumber, this means a dolly consump- 


• tlon or 100,000 feet of this commodity alone. 


SPECIALIZED WORK. 


Tho body frames, after leaving ths wood-work- 


Ing shop, s re placed on carriers and started on 
their 
journey 
through the various departments, 


which lead In succession to the body metal, finish. 
Paint, upholstery, varnish and assembly shops. Then 
the wind shields and electric lighting outfits aro 
put In placo and the finished bodies are ready to 
be lowered through padded openings In the floor 
to tho chassis assembly tracks below. 


These tracks or conveyors as th«y are called, are 


fo.ur In number and extend fully three-quarters the 
length of the building, and look not unllko a dou- 
ble-tracked railroad. 


AB tho bare frames of tho cars aro brought up 


from the floor below In constantly moving tram- 
ways, they are_ transferred to the chassis assembly 
conveyors. 
A number of expert mechanics then 


proceed to assemble the chassis while tho frame is 
moving along with tho conveyor. 
Each man has 


one duty to perform and constant practice in Us 
performance make* him an adept at the work. 


QUICK ASSEMBLING. 


In a remarkably short time the rear axles and 


rear systems are fitted in place and a new squad 
of men Install tho motor and steering gear. All of 
these parts are assembled prior to tholr arrival at 
the chassis assembly tracks. 
An endleas chain of 


overhead conveyors carries them from the differ- 
ent assembly departments direct to the point whero 
they can be lowered onto tho chassis. 


Each operation la limited to tho minute so that 


motors, steering gears and axles swing into posi- 
tion over the framo without loss of time or motion. 


The result is that tho chansis Is built up piece by 


piece while it iu kept 
moving along the tracks 


toward the paint shop. 
Control levers, fan and 


water manifolds are Installed in their turn and the 
chassis is then ready to be painted. 


After' the operation Is completed the conreyor " 


hauls tho chassis into the Immense drying ovens 
which aro similar in appearance to railroad tun- 
nels. 


WHEELS AWAJTIXO. 


When the chassis emerges f-'om the other end of . 


this tunnel it is near the end of Its journey. Wheels 
with tiros on and all Inflated are ready to ha 
clamped on tho Instant It leaves the ovens. Then 
thd enameled parts such a* running: boards, ten- 
ders and radiators aro put. in place and the chassis 
is ready tn receive tho body from the floor above.

editions of his works; usually it is pride 
of possession; sometimes it i the instinct 
that prompts rich men to get hold of 
the expensive gewgaws tfcat appeal to tho 
vainly great. However, it la very grate- 
ful to the national ego to iearn that our 


. collection of art treasures is expanding 


to prodigious dimensions, and that we 
hare more rare Shakespeariana than can 


' bft found outside the British Museum.

THAT MUNICIPAL OPERA HOUSE 
IS AGAIN BEING CONSIDERED 


LOS ANGELES IS CHEMICALLY 
SHOCKED AT FAIR SCULPTURE 


AN FRANCISCO, April 22— 
The San Francisco Musical 
Association, not daunted by 
its symphony discords, is now 
essaying the ambitious plan 
of a municipal opera house. 
It has revived the pi-ojeet that 
collapsed when Mayor Rolph 
vetoed the famous Crocker 
proposition, whereby million- 
aires, were to build a" grand 
opera house on a site belong- 


ing to the city, their only consideration being first 


• choice of favored box seats. It will be remembered 


that much surprise was occasioned by the mayor's 
veto, seeing- that he had been quite pronounced in 
favor of the project. It was understood at the time 
that the veto was the result of promptings by Matt 
Sullivan, the untitled premier of the municipal ad- 
ministration, to the effect that the provision as to 
the first choice of seats was aristocratic and would 
be disapproved by the common people as. showing 
favoritism to millionaires. 
Gavin McNab has been 


instrumental in getting the project started again. 
What will happen when the Governor takes cogniz- 
ance of it and his friendly consideration is besought, 
as it must be, remains to be seen; for the Governor 
and Gavin are biting thumbs at each other. The 
riew proposal contains provisions that the opera house 
shajl be made the home of a conservatory of music, 
which is to be affiliated with the University of Cali- 
fornia. The new building is to be erected and main- 
tained by the Musical Association, the city having 
the option to take it over,'on appraisal, which is to 
be made every five years; it is to pass finally to the 
city in any event at the end of such a period as its 
cost would approximate a reasonable lot rental. The 
form of organization and management is to be sub- 
mitted to the people by vote on a charter amendment. 
Mr. Crocker, whose enthusiasm accomplished the 
pledging of a million dollars in.the other instance, 
is sanguine,that he'can get the money repledged on 
this basis. The layman may not be able to see at a 
glande where the subscribers to the fund '.'get off," 
but it is hoped the subscribers do.

that has been outlined for the' reorganization of the 
Western Pacific railroad to fall through. The cita- 
tion from the United States Court of Appeals to 
Judge Van Fleet has put things in the air again. It 
was thought, by reorganization- attorneys, when 
protest was made against his continuing to act in 
the case, that he would voluntarily retire. It is pos- 


.. sible that that might have been his course of action. 


had not the attorneys made, too much of a showing. 
Had they merely alleged bias without being so 
specific, Judge Van Fleet might .have turned the 
matter over to another tribunal without more ado. 
But they made allegations of bias on account of his 


• ..haying owned Western Pacific bonds, and.of his "son 


being connected-with a firm that had to do with, the 
litigation. This made it awkward. Had the judge 
.backed down in the face of the inuendoes it would 
have left him' somewhat in the position of admitting 
them, or at least of being afraid to meet them. The 
controversy, as is well understood, is over the fixing 
of an upset price for the-Western Pacific property. 
It was expected to be fixed two months ago. The 
delay. has disturbed calculations, and this further 
delay may be fatal to the present scheme. One thing 
that has changed the: aspect is that the Western 
Pacific is having an unexpected spurt of prosperity. 
It is felt that there is a wide discrepancy between 
.the ideas of-the organizers as to what :the property, 
is worth and Judge Van Fleet's ideas. Ganged by 


• present quotations the Western Pacific is worth 
about $15,000,000. Judge Van Fleet might not' 
gauge it that way. But if the matter passes into 
the hands of another magistrate a new embarrass- 
ment will threaten. Figures as'to the upset price, 
the intrinsic value and .the prospects of-the property 
have been much discussed, and if a price shall be 


-. fixed regardless of these facts it might cause unconi- 


• fortable comment. So the whole matter is in rather 
a bad snarl. 
The Horse Show 


The horse show, which opens on.the 27th, may be 


regarded as a sort of survival. Those who attend . 
will get there in automobiles, and: the horses will be 
exhibits in a more real sense than in those other 
days when their utility had a wider recognition. 
The display will not be, as formerly, to show useful- 
ness of the horse as a beast of bui'den, or even his 


.;_ value for less serious purposes, but more as a s'en- 
" timental' remembrance of the position he once occu- 


pied, i There are still those who are considerably 
interested in the horse as a pet, but in the way he 


. .formerly, figured he has had his day. Occasionally

. that obsolete functionary, a coachman, but the whole' 


turnout has a belated, out-of-date appearance. Exit 
the coachman and the groom and.enter the chauf- 
feur, a personage whose exact status is yet to be 
fixed. Some may wonder where the projectors of 
this show are to get exhibits enough, what with the 
auto vehicle and the anti-racing laws; but there are 
still horse fanciers, though breeding as it was for- 
merly can-led on is about over. 
A Big' Transaction 


The sale of the vast properties of the L. E. White 


Lumber Company is one of the largest transactions 
in the history of California. The company was 
evolved out of a small beginning in the production 
of railroad ties by the late L. E. White, with head- 


'••.• quarters at the time at Point Arena. The transfer 
^comprehends sawmills, wharves, mills, vessels and 


railroads, land to the extent of 90,000 acres, of 
which at least half is virgin forest; agricultural 
equipment, live stock and town property. It is inti- 
mated that the consideration will be over $2,000,- 
000. The purchasers are eastern dumber men,' who 
have been successful in Wisconsin and Michigan 
lumber fields which have become exhausted. L. E, 
White died a good many years ago, leaving his af- 
fairs, both financial and domestic, considerably 
tangled. His son William did not do very much to 
straighten them out. The son was not long in fol- 


lowing the father and.the estate reaped a rich crop 
of lawsuits. From these it finally emerged through 
the efforts of Frank C. Drew, who, having married 
the widow of \Villiam White, was elected president 
of the corporation, and went up on the estate, where 
he labored most diligently for two years, .familiariz- 
ing himself with its ramifications and finally reduc- 
ing the chaos. Drew himself is an interesting per- 
sonage. Starting as a printer's boy, he learned.to 
set type. Not satisfied to remain at that he became 
a proof reader. Aspiring higher he learned short- 
hand and became very proficient at it. Then he 
studied law, forming the acquaintances of the late 
Patrick Recldy and entering the office of Reddy & 
Campbell, which later became the • firm of Campbell, 
Metson & Drew, and is now Metson, Drew & Mc- 
Kenzie. Drew is prominent in Democratic politics. 
He was one of Governor Budcl's official family, and 
went to Baltimore four years ago as a delegate to 
represent the Democrats of the State, who pledged 
their support to Champ Clark. He is'now in Chi- 
cago closing up the gigantic sale. 
Defacement of the Polytechnic 


There have been for some time, conspicuously on 


the facade of Polytechnic school, some Greek letters, 
placed there surreptitiously by students, in protest 
or mocking spirit because of the- State law forbid- 
ding frats in schools supported by State money. In- 
vestigation disclosed those who were responsible for 
the decoration,' which amounted to a misdemeanor 
had the law been strictly enforced. But the perpe- 
trators agreed- to remove the .discolor'ations and 
were not proceeded against. They did not go at the 
elimination promptly, but have now given notice 
that they will do so, not having found it possible bet 
fore; which probably means that they lacked the 
wherewithal to pay for it.

The Shad Gets a Boost 


In certain eastern markets our carp are in de- 


mand. The German carp was planted in California 
waters by somebody with an idea akin to that of th'e 
party who introduced the rabbit in Australia. It ap- 
pears to have lost its character here, else the taste 
for it did not come along with the fish. It' is es-. 
teemed a delicacy in its native waters, but in Ciili- 
.fornia few beside the Japanese eat it. And its fe- 
cundity is such that it has become a nuisance and a 
problem. Another fish easterners are asking for is 
the stiad, that bony fish that is esteemed on the At- 
lantic seaboard, but doesn't become popular here. 
That is also a transported fish, as is likewise the 
"striped bass, a great favorite for both its food.and 
game qualities. The State Fish and Game Commis- 
sion, in a bulletin, boosts the shad. But there'are 
too-many fine fish in California waters, with fewer 
bones, to leave much popular, room for the shad. 
The Swell Photographic Pose 


The very latest photographic pose for a class'of 


society women whose pictures are.much exploited 
is in mannish-riding togs with a horse close at 
hand. It is more swell to be taken in breeches and • 
boots than, in a skirt. Besides, there are not so 
many who'can stand this sort of .pose. It is suitable 
only for the younger-person, who must be'athletic 
arid have the horseback habit. This latter in itself 
is a waning accomplishment. But the breeches- 
.and-boot habit for society is a comparative recent 
development. It was not long ago at all that a 
woman riding astride attracted general and some- 
times boorish attention.

The Mighty Tax Burden 


The State collected in taxes during the fiscal year 


1914-1915 the sum of $29,830,182, and expended 
$36,529,539. The fifty-eight counties collected $92,- . 
938,440, spending $95,218,542. The 240 incorporat- 
ed immicipalities collected $68,724,578 and spent 
$69,922,592. Altogether there was collected from 
the taxpayers of California the enormous sum of' 
$191,493,200, but that was not enough. The amount 
expended was $201,670,673, or $10,177,473 more 
than was collected. . This excess was presumably 
raised by bond issues! It is thus seen that state, 
county and municipal governments all spend more 
than they collect in current taxes, enormous as that 
sum in the aggregate is. The State's bonded debt is 
$31,311,500, with $15,202,000 more 'authorized—to- : 
tal, $46,513,500; the bonded debts of the counties is 
$92,466,091, and the bonded debts of the cities 
$129,059,913—grand total, $268,089,5041 These fig- 
ures, if they are not alarming, may be astonishing. 
They are very certainly informing. 
Ten Years After 


.The celebration of ten years after was not noisy 


or record-breaking in point of attendance, but it was 
appropriate and indicative of the spirit that went to 
work immediately to repair damages, instead of 
•wasting time in recounting the misfortune. Hun- 
dreds of messages of congratulation from municipal- 
ities all over the country were read. The speakers 
did not say too much and managed to utter about 
the right thing. Generally they sensed the situation 
and quit when they were rightly through. President 
Teller of the Commercial Club, who presided, refer- 
ring to the rebuilding of the city, said: "I wish to 
emphasize the fact that it is the spirit of our people 
that has brought about these great resul^—that 
spirit which, never looking back or brooding over 
the past, has ever pressed forward with the same 
visions that animated our fathers, the pioneers." 
President Moore of the P. P. I. E., said: "This Is a 
great gathering, a historic meeting, rich in purpose, 
meaning and sentiment.

John Rosseter in Charge 


It was decided by those controlling the major in- 


terests in the Pacific Mail Steamship Company, im- 
mediately after othe La Follette bill became a law, 
to liquidate. 'That law and the discrimination 
against -railroacwnvned vessels as to the Panama 
Canal constituted a handicap that the officers of the 
company did not see their way to operate under. Of 
course that' was all before the boom in charters. 
The' expressions.of some of the officials at the time 
had a tinge of testiness, as though they were glad 
to wash their hands of the business. The company 
abandoned" its sailing schedule offshore, and pro- 
ceeded to sell some of its ships. They were bought 
by W. R. Grace & Company. But the boom in ship- 
ping grew and grew, until Grace & Company, in- 
stead of continuing to buy Pacific Mail ships, bought 
a controlling interest in the stock of the company, 
and thus .came into possession of all its ships, 
wharves and plant, and will resume the runs under 
the old name. R. P. Schwerin. will not be the super- 
intendent, however. He has transferred his energies 
to another line of business, being now the superin- 
tendent of the Associated Oil Company. John Ros- 
seter will direct the company's affairs.- In all the 
annals of San Francisco there is no more striking, 
rise to commercial eminence than that "of Rosseter. 
He has been connected with Grace & Company in 
San Francisco and largely on the Pacific Coast for 
twenty years or more, entering the firm's employ 
as a boy, and now finds .himself'at-the head of the 
greatest shipping firm operating in the Pacific. 
The Calve Incident 


The Madame Calve incident has been accorded a 


great-deal more attention than its importance war- 


< ranted. In a song that she rendered some one gave 
'way to a titter, which, was caught'up and repeated, 
to her embarrassment. It was merely an exhibition 
of boorishness, and if the Madame had ignored it 
that would have ended the incident. But she mani- 
fested indignation, which attracted attention, which 
induced the ready person who writes to the editor 
to treat it in a screed; and the circle of criticism en- 
larged, encountering a cross-current; of defense, un- 
til quite a sweat 'resulted. The song she was render- 
ing having reference to a French soldier, it was 
claimed that the manifestation was due to someone 
riot -sympathetic with the cause in which the 
Madame's native land is embroiled, which may or 
may not be so. -The intimation that it was due to 
the fact that the celebrated artist was persisting in 
public performance after she had'lost her artistic 
attraction was perhaps the most inexcusable part of 
the whole unpleasant incident. 
Dr. BurK Gets a Rise 


Dr. Frederic Eurk, president of the State Normal 


School Board, has been right in his element'during 
the week. The reason is the meeting of the Califor- 
nia Teachers' Association. 
Some four thousand 


pedagogues met and discussed methods and sys- 
tems. It seems to have been felt that the system 
of instruction generally followed falls short of what 
is expected. and what the pedagogues themselves 
realize is due, and there was extensive though con- 
ventional discussion of the subject. Enter Dr. Burk 
in the lists of debaters, something after the manner 
of the traditional bovine that scattered things in the 
china.shop. The doctor held forth on his favorite 
theme of "lockstep" education, denouncing meth- 
ods in vogue so unsparingly that finally he got a 
rise, many of 'the teachers protesting against his 
strictures, which amounted to an arraignment of 
the common school system. The teachers, it seemed, 
were willing to admit that methods were not as per- 
fect as they might, be, but they were not prepared 
to go to the extent of discrediting their own work, 
or without protest hearing it assailed in such de- 
cided fashion. 
Bridging San Francisco Bay 


Not a great many whose opinion is of value are 


heard to question the project of bridging the bay. 
They dislike to take the attitude of knockers, or to 
enter upon a too critical analysis of the proposition; 
but quietly- they are given to considering it, and 
give evidence variously of the fact that they are 
not impressed. Bridging the bay has been proposed 
at intervals for at least thirty years. The schemes 
vary. The latest'one. proposing a $20,000,000 bridge 
structure, and contemplating a terminus down in 
the vicinity of Third and Townsend streets, is at 
once questioned as being such a great improvement 
over existing methods of getting across. Third 
and Townsend is a considerable distance from the 
business center, which is the goal of the great ma- 


jority of commuters. The time consumed in cross- 
ing the bay by ferry is twenty minutes. Half of this 
might be lopped off by a bridge; but the great ma- 
jority would be landed so much farther from their; 
goal that some of this time-saving would be squan- 
dered again in the remaining distance that would 
have to be covered. The travel across a bridge that 
would cost twenty millions would have to be enor- 
mous to afford a profitable return on the invest- 
ment. Could it he expected with a commuter rate 
of five cents? It has often been pointed out that 
the ferry service across the bay is not only the, 
cheapest, but the best in the world. In no other 
system can such distance be covered at such a small 
outlay. The Southern Pacific Company may favor 
a bridge, as it will do away in large measure with 
its enormous investment in ferries, though not les- 
sening the commuter traffic. However, the project, 
or any project of the nature, is so far from being a 
probability that it is not entirely profitable to dis- 
cuss it extensively. 
Los Angeles Shocked 


Millions gazed unabashed upon the wealth of 


statuary that was on display, adorned the palaces 
and found place in the niches of the exposition, yet 
here comes from Los Angeles a virtuous sniff that a 
single piece of the many that were continually on 
view here and never produced a fatal shock is unfit 
to be seen. From the "Little Duck Girl" to "The End 
of the Trail" were figures without a stitch on, or 
anything to protect them except signs which read, 
"Pleas's Do Not Handle," yet there was not a single 
instance of swooning; but the chemically tender 
sensibilities down south are lacerated when the 
"Rising Sun" is exhibited without a screen. If Judge 
White had been turned loose at the exposition with 
the power to act that is vested in him at home he 
would have toppled over a great deal that was worth 
seeing. But after all, environment may go for a 
great deal. The Greek building, for instance, was a 
veritable museum of anatomy which women and 
girls visited without wincing; but a single one of its 
figures might horrify the whole'cafateria belt if de- 
tached. Stockton has been jolted in much the same 
wayj'and the exposition managers, in distributing 
around the figures that performed so modestly at 
the greatest exposition that ever was, should have 
a care. 
Profits of Ocean Carrying 


In The Knave three weeks ago it was told how 


the old Collier J.ustin, appraised by the government 
at $75,000 and offered for sale as being no longer 
fit for fleet service, was finally knocked down for • 
$301,000, such was the eagerness to get ocean car- 
riers. The Justin has undergone some repairs and 
sails this week ..with a 2600-ton cargo for which she 
gets $80 per ton. She will realize on the outward 
voyage $208,000 gross, and has 'contracted a return 
cargo which will produce $100,000 more.-Three such- 
voyages will pay the ship out handsomely. The clos- 
ing of the Panama Canal dispersed the fleets that 
had been organized to ply between Pacific and'At- 
lantic ports, arid the vessels have found,such profit- 
able cargoes elsewhere that they are not likely to 
resume immediately the traffic first planned. There 


. never before was such activity as that which pre- 
vails at the plants of the Union Iron Works. This 
yard was a "lame duck" when Charles M. Schwab 
secured control of it, and a good many commiserat- 
ed him for getting into the shipbuilding game too 
late. 
The SprecKelses in Evidence 


The Spreckelses have figured quite .extensively in 


print during the last fortnight. Young Jack was 
made the defendant in a hundred thousand dollar 
alienation suit, another angle of his matrimonial af- 
fairs, which have been quite extensively exploited. 
Rudolph has again emerged in the political arena in 
his celebrated endeavor to found a party on the pa- 
cifist idea, with Col. Ford as the standard-bearer. 
This is peculiarly Rudolphic. The John D. interests 
carried the election at San Diego. He is the Poobah 
of that city ..in the big and better sense, having done 
more to get it on the tourist map than any other 
man in all its history. Yet there are those who 
would work his confusion;:at the-polls. That he 
should vanquish them-seems ..reasonable. It is not 
always, by any" means, that the man who takes hold 
of a community and is lavish of his efforts and his 
money to build it up receives its support. Such a 
man .is.as often without honor in his own country 
as is the traditional prophet. 
A Boulevard Prospect 


The several projects for the disposition of build- 


ings and the preservation of features such as the 
Marina, and the establishing of a boulevard con- 
necting Van Ness avenue with the Presidio drive, 
are receiving, real attention. As to the .drive, the 
fact that William H. Crocker and Washington 
Dodge have the enterprise in hand is an augury that 
it stands a chance of. being put through. They are 
appealing to holders of stock in the Panama-Pacific 
International Exposition Company to donate the 
same, to be used for the furtherance of the project, 
and already have met with a considerable response. 
Holders of stock generally had small expectations 
of commercial returns from their, investments, hav- 
ing made the same from a sense of patriotic duty; 
and now that there is a chance of turning it over so 
that some lasting improvement, such as a boulevard 
may result, most of them are readily responding. 
War Prospects and War Babies 


The prospect of misunderstanding with Germany 


has made doubly alert the considerable contingent 
that is ever listening for the cry of war babies. Al- 
ready sugar has advanced sharply, and it is believed 
that other commodities that will be more difficult- 
to get, or that will be required in larger quantities 
on account of the radically changed relations, will 
take a sudden jump. And chartei-s, which were 
supposed to have reached the limit, will attain new 
figures. Whether or not it comes to pass that arm- 
ies and their supplies have to be transported any- 
where, or the navy has to venture from home and 
thus will need more waiting on, a good many will 
be willing to gamble on it to the extent of gather- 
ing in any likely craft that is attainable, at figures 
beyond those that have yet been known. The war 
baby business may have but fairly started. 
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land and Ptance. These do not exceed, accord^ 
ing to the estimates of Mr. L. F. Lorree of the 
Delaware and Hudson railway and the New York 
Times' financial expert, over one and a half 
billion dollars. 
England has devoted much 


thought to means of mobilizing these securities, 
owned privately, so that they may be used as 
government credit, but no wholly satisfactory 
plan has been devised. When no more American 
securities are on hand to be marketed the Allies 
must rely upon their domestic borrowing power. 
The adequacy of this will be widely affected by 
the fortunes of war, which- means it is of a very 
speculative quality. 
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LOOK AT THE RECORD! 


In these momentous days it is fitting that 


Congress should consider its interminable pro- 
crastination in the matter of preparedness. 


Four and a half months have been frittered 


away during the present session and all the na- 
tion has to show for it is appropriations for the 
improvement of building facilities at two navy 
yards and authorization for increasing the num- 
ber of cadets at the Annapolis naval academy. 
Previous sessions of Congress have failed to do 
anything, being always blocked : in plans to in- 
crease .the army 'and navy by the little-navy, 
little-army Democratic side. 
•. 


In -"the meantime we have found that twenty 


thousand troops, all we had available in the 
United States, are inadequate to capture a 'Mex- 
ican raider, and are now on the defensive below 
the Rio Grande, facing attack from the alleged 
government President Wilson has endorsed. 


A crisis has developed between the • United 


States and Germany which brings us face to 
face with the possibility of war. Japan has .pre- 
sumed to question our right to say who shall not 
be given the privilege of residence or citizenship 
in 'our own territories. Great Britain has seized 
our merchant':and passenger vessels on the high 
seas and otherwise violated our established neu- 
tral rights. 


Yet Congress continues to twiddle its thumbs 


and luxuriate- in orgies of discussions of gov- 


ernment ownership of a nitrate-making -plant, 


munitions factory, armor plate foundry ; to' tie 
sordid water power and merchant -marine 
schemes to national defense sentiment. 


..... The best of real defense the country gets-is ;a 


promise 'of 25,000 additional men in the regular 
army. 


The situation is critical. The neglect of Con- 


gress is culpable and may easily become criminal. 
But Congress is not alone in remissness. The 
lack of foresight of President Wilson lias con- 
tributed in large measure to our pitiable condi- 
tion of unpreparedness. 


In his message to Congress in December, 1914, 


the -President spoke slightingly to those who 
were insistently urging increases in the army 
and navy. He said the influences which had en- 
giiif ed the greater part of the world in war could 
not touch us! 


Congress should correct its mistakes now. It 


should drop all juggling and self-seeking meth- 
ods in behalf of "constituencies." The greatest 
constituency is the American nation and it needs 
united, courageous and patriotic action.

CREDIT AND TRADE. 


feir George Paish, the noted English financial 


authority and one of the men who negotiated the 
hplf-billion dollar Anglo-French loan, writing in 
the Ixjndon Statist, makes some interesting ob- 
servation on the foreign trade situation of • the 
United States for 1916. 


; !*How great the exports from the United 
States will be in the current year," he writes, 
"cannot be foretold, but they seem likely to be 
very much greater than in the last year. It 
would not be surprising to find that the trade 
balance to be settled in securities or gold will 
rise in the next twelve months from $1,500,000,- 
000 to §2,000,000,000 or even $2,500,000,000, un- 
less conditions change. There are, however, two 


. factors in the situation which may to some de- 


gree affect the quantities of goods the United 
States will sell. The first is the size of Amer- 
ica's crops and the amount of farm produce 
America will have available; the second is the 
continued willingness and ability of American 
bankers and investors to finance the great quan- 
tities of goods required by other countries, and 
for which no exchange is available other than 


,- securities." 


Standing of belligerent credit is by far the 


most serious possible drawback to a bigger 
American trade balance which Sir George fore- 
casts. Barring unusually unfavorable climatic 
conditions, the American crops promise to be as 
bountiful this year as last, although 1915 was a 
record-breaker. More acreage is being planted 
than last year and the railways will be able to 
market a greater volume of products than they 
ware last year. The Entente Allies count among

SAGRAMJ£JVro, April 22S—After spending two nlglits testing various 
types of nutoraol>Uo Hiendlight 'dimmers tho testing committee reported 
to Superintendent H. A, French of the State Motor Vehicle Department 
today that a slmplo tilting of the headlights gives a better effect and 
compiles with the dimming law just as well aa any dimming device. 
"By bending the standards holding the headlights," says the com- 


mittee, "so that tho center rays strike Uie ground at a point not exceed- 
ing forty feet in front of tllie car, practically tho same result Is accom- 
plished, 50 far as eliminating the danirerous glare is concerned, as by 
the dimming devices tested; and at the same time it Insures a better 
driving light than any of the types of dimmers tested." 


The committee that mado tho tests was:.-S. lj. Mitchell, secretary 


of the Southern California Auto Club; IX E. Watktns, secretary StAto 
Antomobile Association; J. A. Marsh, president of the Motor Car Deal- 
ers' Association of San Frajidsco; "W. L. Williams, city prosecntor of 
Log Angeles; Charles Goff, head of the San Fruiiclsco traffic squad;

of painters over tho route to paint ail 
signs and to standardize thft system by 
replacing the mark era where necessary 
to make it uniform.

The WUIvB-Ovorland Company has con- 


tributed two specially decorated service 
cars for the purpose and the Lincoln 
Highway Association will furnish all ma- 
terials, the communities along the route 
being asked'to contribute proportionately 
to pay the salaries of the men doing the 
work.
